From [European 
the Day.)—Another of Rumania’s for- 
tresses has fallen into the hands of 
the Teutonic allies. Keeping up their 
intensive forward movement along the 
railroad line northward into Moldavia, 
Field Marshal von Mackensens 
have taken Fokshani, and with it near- 
ly 4,000 prisoners and some cannon and 
machine guns. At last reports the in- 
vaders were pursuing the defeated 
Russians, while, in spite of the snow 
and cold weather, the troops of Arch- 
duke Joseph of Austria were pressing 
back the Rumanians eastward _ into 
Moldavia between the Putna and Oituz 
valleys. 

The capture of Fokshani, which lies 
on the railroad 45 miles northwest of 
Galatz, apparently places this impor- 
tant Danube town in great jeopardy. 

The Russian w&r office in its last 
communication does not mention the 
capture of FokKshani, but records a re- 
pulse of the invaders northwest of the 
town in the region of Ponticheschi, 
where they are said to have suffered 
heavy casualties. The repulse of Teu- 
tonic allies’ attacks at several other 
places, notably a short distance from 
where the Buzeu river enters into the 
Sereth,. a short distance southwest of 
Galatz, also is announced. 

Up in the region of Riga the Rus- 
sians have taken trenches from the 
Germans near the village of Kalnzem 
and in addition captured prisoners, ma- 
chine guns, trench mortars and one 
heavy battery. In a three days’ battle 
in this region the Russians have taken 
sixteen cannon and about 800 pris- 

In Volhynia, near Novo Selki, and in 
Galicia, north of Zborow, the Germans 
have attempted advances against the 
Russians, but were repulsed, according 
to Petrograd. 

In the other theaters there still 
little activity, except by the artillery 


and patrol parties. 
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RUSSIANS DRIVEN 
OUT OF FOKSHANI 
BY TEUTON FORCES 


Kerlin, January 8.—(Via Sayville.)— 
The war office announced tonight that 
Field Marshal von Mackensen’s troops 
are pursuing the Russians defeated near 
Fokshani, Moldavia. The statement 
says: 

“The Russians defeated near Foksha- 
ni are being pursued.” 

A previous statement 
war office reads: 

“Rumanian Front—Army Group of 
Archduke Joseph: Despite a snowstorm 
and severe cold weather, we again 
pushed back the enemy between the 
Putna and QOituz valleys. 

“Army Group of Field Marshal 
Mackensen: January 7 brought anoth- 
er success to the Ninth army, especial- 
lv to the victorious German and Austro- 
Hungarian troops of Generals Krafft 
von Dellmenfingen and von Morgen. 
They threw back the Rumanians and 
Russians from the strongly fortified 
main pass of Mount Odobechti to the 
Putna. 

“Further south the Milcovu 
which had been constructed in October 
and now was tenaciously defended, was 
captured by storm and in hand-to-hand 
fighting. Pushing behind, we gave the 
enemy no time to settle himself in his 
second line on the canal between Fok- 
shani and Yarestaa. This position also

“This morning Fokshani was captur- 
ed. From the captured fortifications 
2.910 prisoners, three cannon and sev- 
eral machine guns were brought in.’

Webb-Kenyon Law, For- 
bidding Liquor Shipments 
From “Wet” to “Dry” 
States, Held to Be Valid. 


POWER OF GOVERNMENT

Decision — Congress Has 
Power to Protect State

states. It also sustained West Vir- 
gina’s recent amendment to her law 
prohibiting importation in interstate 
commerce of liquor for personal use. 
After having been vetoed by Presi- 
dent Taft, who held it unconstitutional 
and having been repassed by congress 
over his veto, the law was sustained by 
the ‘supreme court by a vote 
Leaders of the prohibition movement 


in importance to the proposed consti- 
tutional amendment. 
Liquor Men Admit Defeat. 

Lawyers for liquor ~interests who 
heard the decision today admitted it 
upheld and applied the law “in its full- 
est sense.” 

Chief Justice White announced the 
majority opinion to which. Justices 
Holmes and Vandevanter dissented. 
Justice McReynolds, while agreeing 
with the majority decision, did not con- 
cur in the opinion. 

“The all-reaching power of govern- 
ment over liquor is settled,” said the 
chief justice. “There was no intention 
of congress to forbid individual use of 
liquor. The-purpose of this act was to 
cut out by the roots the practice of 
permitting violation of state liquor 
laws. 

“We can have no doubt that con- 
gress-has complete authority to prevent 
paralyzing of state authority. 
“Congress exerted.a power to co-or- 
dinate the national with the state au- 
thority. 
“Under the Webb-Kenyon act there is 
no power in interstate commerce to 
ship liquor from one state into anoth- 
er to enable it to be used in any way 
prohibited by the state.” 
Carriers Involwed in Case. 
supreme court’s opinion was 
announced in appeals of the James 
Clark Distilling company, of Cum- 
berland, Md., from dismissal of in- 
junction suits against the American Ex- 
press company and Western Maryland 
railroad, in which it was sought to com- 
pel the carriers to transport liquor to 
West Virginians for the latter’s “per- 
sonal use.”’ 

Wayne B. Wheeler, counsel for the 
Anti-Saloon League of America, who, 
with Fred Blue, state prohibition com- 
missioner of West Virginia, argued the 
case before the court, made this state- 
ment on the court’s decision: 

“The decision is a great victory for 
law enforcement. The states may now 
prohibit the possession, receipt, sale and 
use of intoxicating liquor and not be 
hampered by the agencies of interstate 
commerce acting as bartenders to bring 
the liquor into the states. The decision 
is new evidence that the court of last 
resort construes the federal constitu- 
tion from time to time so as to keep 
step with progressing history.” 

Digest of the Decision. 

An official digest of the majority 
cpinion prepared by the court sets out 
its holdings as follows 

“1. That the West Virginia law, be- 
sides prohibiting the manufacture and. 
sale of all intoxicants except as to that 
which is permitted for medical, sacra- 
mental and manufacturing purposes; 
also forbids all transportation of liquor 
and all receipt and possession of liquor 
transported in the state, whether orig- 
inating in or outside of the state, and, 
although it does not prohibit persona] 
use, puts serious restrictions upon the 
power to obtain for such use. 

“The court holds that, in view of the 
well-established police authority of the 
state over intoxicants, there is no rea- 
son to think that this law was in any 
wise repugnant to the due process 
clause of the fourteenth amendment to 
constitution of the United States. 
it, however, decides that unless the 
state authority has an exceptional ap- 
plication to shipments of interstate 
commerce as the result of the act of 
congress Known as the Webb-Kenyon 
law, the provisions of the state law re- 
stricting shipments of intoxicants into 
the state from other states woulJd he 
unconstitutional because _ interferin; 
with the power of congress to regulate 
commerce among the states and conse- 
quently would be a direct burden upon 
such commerce. 

How the Act Applies. 

“2. Considering the Webb-Kenyon 
act, the court holds that there no 
foundation for the contention that the 


act only applies to shipments from one 
state into another for a use prohibited 
by the state to which the liquor is ship- 
ped. On the contrary, it is decided that 
the Webb-KenVYon act, to use the words 
of the act, applies to shipments of liq- 
uor “intended to be received, possessed, 
sold or in any manner used’ in violation 
of the laws of the state. As this con- 
clusion causes every prohibition of the 
West Virginia law to be embraced and

Lynching Characterized 
As “Crowning Brutality” 
By Supt. M. L. Brittain 


Macon, Ga., January 8.—(Special.)— 
In an address at the Capitol theater 
here yesterday afternoon on “Ideals 
in Citizenship,” M. L. Brittain, state 
superintendent of schools, touched on 
Georgia’s lynching record, referring to 
lynching in general as the “crowning 
brutality, the crowning courseness and 
the crowning violence.” 

“It should be a source of concern to 
all Georgians,’ said Professor Brit- 
tain, “to know that this state had three 
times as many lynchings last year as 
any other state in the union and four 
times as many as the year before. Our 
papers admit the fact; good people are 
concerned over it and we must stop it.”

A novelty in the shape of a new 
kind of a fiddle is being exhibited by

SENATE ADOPTS REPORT 


| Washington, 


ON IMMIGRATION BILL 


January 8.—Freed of 
language objected to by the state de- 
partment because it was offensive to 
Japan, the long discussed immigration 
bill was agreed upon today ‘by a con- 
ference committee of the two houses, 
and the senate promptly adopted the 
conference report by a vote of 66 to 
10. The house is expected to act fa- 
vorably Thursday and send the bill to 
the president. 

As originally passed the bill contains 
a provision designed to exclude Japa- 
nese in the event of abrogation of the 
so-called gentlemen's agreement un- 
der which Japan for ten years has 
prevented her laborers from coming to 
ithe United States. The Japanese em- 
\bassy called the attention of the state 
department to the fact that its gov- 
ernment had rigidly observed its 
agreement and let it be known that 
the proposed provision was offensive. 
The senate changed the language, but 
failed to meet objections urged by the 
State department. A substitute final- 
ly inserted by the conferences after 
consulting with officials of the depart- 
ment says: 

“No alien now in any way excluded 
or prevented from entering the United 
States shall be admitted to the United 
States.”’ 

This sentence, 


sufficiently direct to 
Satisfy Pacific coast legislators who 
insisted upon some such provision, is 
regarded as broad enough to safeguard 
against objection from any foreign 
government, It is added to the section 
designed to effect exclusion of Hindus 
and other Asiatics by prescribing a 
geographical area from which immi- 
grants shall not be admitted.

Papal Official Named 
In Report on the Loss 
Of Italian Warships 


One of Persons Involved in 
Plot Claims to Be Financial 
Agent of Pope’s Chamber- 
lain, Who Is an Austrian. 


—— 


Rome, January 8.—(Via Paris.)— 
More than forty persons now are im- 
prisoned as a result of the investiga- 
tions into the destruction in September, 
1915, and August, 1916, respectively, of 
the Italian battleships Benedetto Brin 
and Leonardo Da Vinci. The latter 
was blown up in Taranto harvor and 
248 men perished. 

Lieutenant General Count Cadorna, 
chief of staff, came to Rome on Thurs- 
day to attend a meeting of the cabinet 
which was held for the purpose of de- 
ciding upon the disposition of the pris- 
oners, but the question has become @ 
political one from the introduction into 
the case of the name of one of the of- 
ficials of the vatican. 

An Italian named Ambrogetti, 
was among those charged with being 
implicated in the destruction of the 
warship, claims to be the financial 
agent of Monsignor Gerlach, Pope Ben- 
edict’s private chamberlain. Monsignor 
Gerlach is an Austrian and, according 
to information here, was once a Ccav- 
alry officer and became a priest and 
won the favor of the present pope when 
the latter was a cardinal. He was the 
bearer of the red hat from the pope to 
the three French cardinals who were 
appointed at the December consistory. 

It has been learned that Monsignor 
Gerlach, previous to Italy’s entry into 
the war, was interested in a pro-Aus- 
trian paper at Vittoria, of which Am- 
brogetti was manager. 

The Italian authorities have learned 
details of the plot which ended in the 
destruction of the two battleships from 
the Italian author, Archita Valente, who 
was arrested some months ago. The 
suspicion that the explosions on the 
ships were due to a conspiracy origi- 
nated from the fact that certain naval! 
machinists were aboard the ships at the 
time of their destruction and on each 
occasion escaped uninjured. They were 
followed to Valente’s house in Rone 
and were there arrested.

$175,000 IS NEEDED 
TO MEET EXPENSES 
FACED BY ATLANTA 


kaced with a deficit of $175,000 in revenue 
cnd lacking this sum for the bare operating 
cxpenses of the city departments, the council 
finance committee, Alderman Kelley, chair- 
man, met for the first time Monday morning, 
and after a session of. about a half hour ad- 


| Jjourned to meet again this morning at the 


same hour. No business of any kind was 
conducted by the committee when it became 
known that the operating expense of the de- 


| partments was $175,000 in excess of the in- 


come of the city for the year 1917. 

The water board was scheduled to hold a 
meeting Monday afternoon at 5:30 o'clock, 
but this meeting was called off by order 
from the mayor's offiee. It was thought that 
the board would have the proposition of 
doubling the water rate placed before them 
at the meeting and that they would prob- 
ably vote for the increase. 

Opposition has developed among city offi- 
cials to the proposed increase in the rate and 
certain menrbers of the finance committee 
have stated they do not itavor the move. 
Members of the water commission are said 
to be about evenly divided on the matter. 
Those in favor of the proposal declare that 
the increase is the Only way in which the 
city can hope to meet its operating expense 
regardless of the improvements. 

Manager Smith, of the water department, 
declares that he has nothing to say either 
way. He took occasion Monday, however, to 
correct an impression that he says is gain- 
ing strength, to the effect that he showed 
the water board at its meeting Saturday just 
how much money the increase would bring 
in to the city and gave them facts and fig- 
ures to back up his claim. He states that 
he did not make-e any such proposal and 
wants the people to know that his attitude 
in the matter was entirely neutral. 

Members of council now propose that the 
salaries of city officers be cut or that oper- 
expenses be reduced to a minimum. 
li has been suggested that a general cut of 
6H per cent in every department be made so 
that the January apportionment sheet can 
be made up. Chairman Kelley was asked by 
the committee to cut down the expense side 
of the budget as far as possible and submit 
the sheet to the committee this morning. 

A large delegation of ladies appeared be- 
fore Mayor Candler Monday in behalf of the 
Moreland avenue school project, urging a 
new building for this section. They had in- 
iended to go before the finance committee, 
but arrived at the city hall too late for this 
meeting. The delegation was composed of 
Mrs. George Obear, Jr., Mrs. Victor H. Krieg- 
shaber, Mrs. LE. H. Ginn, Mrs. C. L. Fain, Mrs. 
Rk. J. Hudson, Mrs. Frank Manning, Mrs. J. 8. 
Jeiton and Mrs. W. P. Smith. 

Mayor Candler told the committee that he 
was well informed on the subject of the 
needs for a new building, and that if the 
city found any money it would probably be 
one of the first improvements to be made.

THAT PARTISAN POLITICS NOT INFLUENCE 
THE SELECTION OF FEDERAL JUDGES 


Ex-Governor Joseph M. Brown has written 
the following highly interesting—if not sen- 
sational—letter to Hon. J. J. Flynt, chairman 
of the state democratic executive committee. 

Ex-Governor Brown’s letter is a voluntary 
response to the open letter of Chairman Flynt 
published in last Sunday’s Constitution, in 
which the latter, inviting all white democrats 
to return to the party fold, took the position 
that in the pending matter of federal judge- 
ships factional consideration should not be 
permitted to control appointments. 

Chairman Flynt yesterday gave out Ex- 
Governor Brown's letter, as follows: 


Ex-Governor Brown’s Letter. 


Marietta, Ga., January 8, 1917.—Hon. J. J. 
Flynt, Chairman, Democratic State Commit- 
tee, Griffin, Ga. My dear Sir: I have read 
with great interedt the letter of Hon. G. R. 
Hutchens to you and your reply, as published 
in the daily press, and cannot refrain from 
writing to express my high appreciation of 
both. 

To my mind these two letters bring to the 
front two very palpable facts, viz: 

First, that a considerable number of voters 
who had formerly been stalwart and aggres- 
Sive members of the democratic party, but 
who had been driven out of the party by the 
brutal -proscription of a faction which, by 
reason of a temporary division of the major- 
ity wing of the party, had secured control of 
the organization, now, since the majority has 
resumed the rulership, desire to return to the 
allegiance which is and has always been 
their preference, and have now asked in ef- 
fect how that desired object can be attained. 

Second, thatitis a matter of public knowl- 
edge that the United States courts of Georgia 
are now being openly made the spoils of the 
leaders of the minority faction of the demo- 
cratic party of the state. In other words, 
instead of selecting men of eminent ability 
and moral standing, distinguished for their 
great knowledge of the law and of recognized 
judicial temperament, other men are being 
proposed for these judgeships whose most 
notable “claim” is that they have been zeal- 
ous and intolerant partisans of those who are 
putting them forward for these offices which 
were established for the administration of 
impartial justice, hence for the determination 
of the rights of all the people to the protec- 
tion of life, liberty and property. 

Now, as to the first fact above stated, let 
me say that it is hard to see how there can 
be any ground for debate on that point, since 
if we take the negative of it, we are forced 
to say that the democratic party ought not 
only to refuse to admit to its ranks any whom 
factional unfairness has driven out of its fold, 
but we must logically refuse to admit any- 
one who hag been a member of the republi- 
can or other party, and has therefore been 
open in his fight on the democratic party. 
Such a course, it is needless to say, would 
have undoubtedly defeated President Wilson 
for re-election, inasmuch as it is unquestion- 
ably true that, in the month of November, 
1916, he received hundreds of thousands of 
republican and progressive votes which were 
cast against him in November, 1912. 


Welcome Back Former Democrats. 


The democratic party, like every other 
party, desires to secure the votes of all Amer- 
ican citizens whom it can draw to it by hon- 
orable means; and what can be more honor- 
able than for the majority to repudiate the 
acts of an intolerant minority who have de- 
prived a considerable element of the party of 
their rights and thus destgnedly driven them 
from its ranks? Hence I trust,that you and 
the other members of the state executive 
committee of the democratic party will take 
such steps as will restore to fellowship all 
those former democrats who desire to resume 
their membership with us antl battle with us 
for the principles to which we are devoted. 

Now, as to the majority wing of the dem- 
ocratic party of Georgia, let me say that in 
the presidential primary in 1912 it supported 
Hon. Oscar Underwood, of Alabama, a state 
which borders Georgia and was Georgia's 
daughter, and elected his delegates by an 
overwhelming majority. Yet, as Hon. Wood- 
row Wilson was nominated for president by 
the national democratic convention, the dem- 
ocrats of Georgia voted as one man forvhim 
and carried theestate triumphantly for him. 

In the primary for state officers, etc., in 
1914, owing to the multiplicity of the candi- 
dates, the result was left with the convention, 
and in the general confusion therein ensuing 
the minority of the voters, capturing the 


greater number of the delegates, forced from 
the party’s ranks thousands of voters who 
refused to submit to their proscriptive dic- 
tation. 

But in the primary for state officers in 
1916 the majority wing of the party by a 
sweeping vote elected for governor the can- 
didate who was opposed by both of the 
United States senators from Georgia, and in 
the presidential election, in November, gave 
President Wilson the second largest majority 
he received in any state. These facts prove 
that if the majority of the democrats of 
Georgia had held President Wilson in as little 
favor as it holds its two United States sena- 
tors, Mr. Hughes, instead of President Wil- 
son, would have beén elected president in 
1916. In other words, the majority wing of 
the democratic party of Georgia can claim as 
validly as can California that its vote was 
the deciding factor in the re-election of Pres- 
ident Wilson. 


President Wilson's Attitude. 

Now, coming to the second promise at the 
beginning of this letter, we may, without nad 
taste, ask: What consideration is President 
Wilson going to give the majority wing of 
the democratic party of Georgia? 

Will he give us an eminent lawyer of ju- 
dicial temperament for the judgeship of the 
southern district of Georgia, or will he give 
us a man whose primary qualification is that 
he has been a zealous partisan of one or both 
of the present United States senators? will 
he say to the democratic party of Georgia: 
“Tl will reward your consistent and conspicu- 
ous loyalty to me since I was nominated at 
Baltimore in 1912,” or will he say: “I will 
make your judiciary the sinecure of your 
two United States senators, who have, time 
and again, voted against the measures I have 
personally and as a party man advocated?” 

And will he furthermore say: ‘ “I will re- 
tire from your northern district the judge 
who is beloved as a citizen and honored as a 


‘ capable, efficient and faithful judicial officer 
| that I may put in his place a partisan up- 


holder of every factional plan advanced by 
one of your United States senators?” Or will 
he say: “The judge now in office is yet in 
the full vigor of his mental powers and of 
fine physical constitution; his docket is kept 
abreast of the demands of the course of jus- 
tice: he shall not be displaced for the pur- 
pose of allowing the payment of a political 
debt?” 

Permit me to add that I have no candli- 
date for the judgeship of the southern‘ dis- 
trict of Georgia, which is now vacant. And 
I have no candidate for that of the northern 
district of Georgia, if that is made vacant by 
a law retiring the present judge before his 
physical and mental condition justify such 
retirement. 

Should Be Free of Politics. 

I believe that the people of Georgia, re- 
gardless of factional differences, are entitled 
to have their judiciary kept free from the 
taint of personal or other partisanship, and 
i would enter objection to the appointment 
of no capable, efficient, impartial and incor- 
ruptible lawyer, regardless of his factional 
alignment. But, in common with a proven 
majority of the democrats of this state, I ear- 
nestly hope that the. president will refuse to 
permit the two judgeships in question to be 
made the pawns in a game of political par- 
tisanship. And as to the latter of the two, 
in my opinion he would be justified in de- 
clining to be made a party to the enforced 
retirement, since the debate in the senate 
shows that if this judge be thus retired the 
law to that effect, proposed by one of our 
Georgia senators, will require the enforced 
retirement of eleven such judges at their full 
annual salaries for life, while the new judges 
appointed would, of course, also get their full 
salaries. Thus the United States government 
would pay annually about $100,000 in salaries 
to these eleven retired judges in order that 
our Georgia senator might have his partisan 
friend made judge of'‘the northern district of 
Georgia. 

Allow me, in conclusion, to suggest that 
you and other members of the state execu- 
tive committee of the-democratic party take 
steps without delay to furnish the president 
with the names of eminent lawyers of high 
character, members of both factions of the 
democratic party, that he may have them 
before him when he considers the question 
of appointments now or in future to the 
United States judiciary in Georgia.

GEORGIA DEFENDED 
IN STATEMENT MADE 
BY JUDGE BEN HILL 


UNCLE JIM WOODWARD 
ENTERS BUSINESS WORLD 
AS INSURANCE AGENT 


In his charge to the grand jury for the 
January term Judge Ben Hill Monday morn- 
ing upbraided “emotional justice,” and denied 
tnat Georgia led the union in lawlessness. 
in regard to “emotional justice,’ he declared 
that it was the worst barrier to social jus- 
tice and the rightful enforcement of the law. 

After bringing to light figures compiled 
by Attorney Luther Z. Rosser in regard to 
the lynching situation in the south, Judge 
Hill said: ; 

“Georgia is not the worst state in the 
union in the matter of lawlessness. But the 
people of the south have a great problem (to 
deal with, unlike any of the north. We have 
two races, a superior one and an inferior 
one. While such a condition exists there i6 
bound to be friction, and when the inferior 
race violates the law of the superior, then 
the latter is inclined to take the law intv 
itis own hands, without waiting for the pro- 
cess of law. 

“Such is ‘emotional justice,’ and duly mer- 
its the condemnation of all law-abiding and 
thinking citizens. There were 237 lynchings 
in the state of Georgia from 1890 to 1905, 
while in Mississippi there were 249, with a 
much smaller population. In that time there 
were 172 legal executions in Georgia, which 
jed over all states in the union, showing that 
we are trying to strictly enforce the letter 
of the law.”’ He said that the bad thing about 
it, however, was the fact that we only in- 
dicted two men in that time for the crime 
of lynching, and that the governor of the 
state pardoned them both. 

Judge Hill urged a strict enforcement of 
the prohibition laws of the state, saying that 
such was a matter of duty and not personal 
opinion or ethics. He spoke optimistically of 
the outlook for prohibition.

January 31 to February 2. Mr. Prentiss has 
decided to stay over for the annual mesting 
and dinner of the Atlanta chamber Thuts- 
day. 

According to Mr. Prentiss, the coming 
gathering of the United States chamber wil} 
be the largest and most significant mecting 
in the importance of the issues discusrel 
which the organization has yet held. /resi- 
dent Wilson, Secretary of Treasury McAd»o, 
Secretary of War Baker and Secretary of 
Commerce Redfield will address the meeting 
on topics of national importance. 

A number of important questions raised 
by the various member bodies will be sus- 
mitted to the meeting, including government 
ownership of public utilities, the negotiztion 
of a commercial treaty with Russia, recon- 
mendations as to the new tariff commission, 
waterways, tariff relations, etc.

EXPERTS PLAN WORK 
FOR TICK ERADICATION 
AT CONFERENCE HERE 


In order to plan the work of tick eradi- 
cation for the remaining 419,000 square miles 
of territory in the United States still under 
quarantine, a four-day conference of em- 
ployees of the bureau of animal industry of. 
the United States department of agriculture 
is being held here, beginning yesterday, in 
the courtroom of the United States circuit 
court of appeals in the federal building. 
There are about a hundred in attendance, in- 
cluding Washington officials and veterina- 
rians engaged in the field work of dipping 
cattle in the southern states east of the Mis- 
Sissippi river. 

The conference was opened by Dr. R. A. 
Ramsay, of Washington, chief of the field 
inspection division of the bureau. Dr. Ram- 


fay pointed out that while the object of the 
meeting was to plan for the completion of 
the work of tick eradication, it was also in 
the nature of a celebration for the splendid 
work already accomplished, over 110,000 
square miles of territory having been clean- 
ed of titks since the conference of three 
years ago at Jackson, Miss. 

Dr. Ramsay announced that 14,247 dipping 

vats are now in commission, ready for the 
dipping of more than, a million cattle a 
month next spring. He said the dipping cam- 
paign would begin early this year, as. soon 
as possible after March 1, as studies of the 
life habit of the tick showed that early dip- 
ping caught the first ticks hatched, thereby 
preventing the laying of eggs and enabling 
eradicators to clean pastures and stock so 
that they can release the territory treated 
early in the fall. 
_ At the request of Dr. Ramsay, Dr. J. A. 
Kiernan, supervising inspector of tick erad- 
ication control work, took charge of the con- 
ference and will preside during the meetings. 
The first speaker on the program was Dr R. 
H. Ransom, chief of the zoological division 
of the bureau of animal industry. He wave 
an illustrated lecture showing the life habits 
of the pest and the measures taken by the 
government to combat it. He was followed 
by Dr. W. K. Lewis and Dr. W. M. McKellar. 
inspectors in charge in South Carolina and 
Georgia, respectively. 

The afternoon session was opened with 
an address by Dr. Robert M. Chapin, senior 
biochemist, bureau of animal industry, on 
“Arsenical Solutions and Test.” The speaker 
emphasized the importance of maintaining 
the dipping vats at the proper strength, For 
two hours after he had finished, more than 
forty field men outlined the methods of pre- 
paring and distributing the arsenical dipping 
solution which they had found most conven- 
ient and effective. State Veterinarian Bahn- 
sen and Dr. H. Carnes, of Atlanta, were 
in attendance on the afternoon sessions. 

The speakers on the program today tin- 
clude Dr. E. M. Nighbert. Florida inspector 
in charge; E. P. Yager, North Carolina in- 
spector in charge; C. E. Smith, Alabania in- 
spector in charge, and Dr. Peter F. Bahnsen, 
Georgia state veterinarian.

“The four fundamental laws of salesman- 
ship were all based upon Knowledge and 
its’ application. The salesman must know 
himself, know the other fellow, Know his 
business and how to apply all this informa- 
tion to the end of gees may. his sale. 
Great stress was laid upon the importance 
of attention as a means to securing sales. 

“If you tell your wife to raise your eye- 
iid and to whisper in your ear after you 
to sleep tonight,” Mr. Wall said, “you W il 
neither see nor hear. The reason is that 
there’s nobody home. That is tire explana- 
t:on.of the failure of a great many sales.

The 
goveriment has regulated commerce for 
ages, so to speak. It was held in the 
case of the emplovers’ liability act that 
that regulation was vaitid.

“That is what we contend for,” 
joined Mr. Davis. 

“That's the logic I can’t follow,” re- 
peated the chief justice.

Et Paso, Texas, January 8.—Carran- 
za forces now occupy Jiminez, Santa 
Rosalia and Parral, while Francisco 
Villa and his staff have fled to the 
State of Durango aver the branch rail- 
road from Parral to El Oro. 

Government agents here who have 
been loath to accept the Carranza re- 
ports of the victory of Villa at Jimi- 
nez Friday and of Villa’s reported re- 
treat to Parral, finally admitted today 
that the battle of Jiminez ended-in a 
complete repulse of the Villa forces, 
and one high government official said 
he had information which led him to 
believe that the government forces had 
won ‘a sweeping victory’over Villa.” 

General Jose Carlos Murguia, com- 
mander of the Juarez garrison, receiv- 
ed a message today dated Parral, from 
his brother, General Francisco Mur- 
guia, confirming the occupation of Par- 
ral by the de facto forces. 

Government agents announced late 
today that information had been ob- 
tained in Juarez that 67 Carranza offi- 
cers were wounded during the battle of 
Jiminez and several high officers killed. 
It was also said thirteen telegraph 
operators with Villa’s command were 
captured by General Murguia’s com- 
mand and executed with a majority of 
the 500 prisoners taken at Jiminez by 
the government troops. 

From the same source it was reported 
late today that General Gabriel Gavira, 
military commander for the de facto 
government in the state of Purango, 
had evacuated Durango City and had 
fled to Liano Grande, Durango, with 
2,000 men. 

An American who arrived at the 
border today said only one American 
was left in the state of Durango. -The 
Villa command in charge of General 
Fernandez was said to have occupied 
Durango City after General Gavira 
exacuated. The Villa forces are put 
at 4,000 men.

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SMALL IS CONVICTED ° VERY DVERGENT VIEWS. ~ 
OF MURDERING WIFE, AS TO MILITARY POLY 


Expressed Before Senate Com- | 


mittee by Two Federal 
Military Officers. 


Washington, January 8—Widely di- 
, vergent views as to the proper military 
policy for the United States were laid 
‘before the senate subcommittee on ‘uni- 
versal service today by two of the gov- 
‘ernment’s military officers, Captain 


_George V. H. Mosely, of the general 
staff of the army, and Major William 
|G. Harlee, of the ‘marine corps. The 
‘committee heard also urgent recom- 
‘mendations that universal military 
| training be enacted from a score of sur- 
geons and physicians representing the 
important medical associations of the 
country. 

Major Harlee disapproved of all uni- 
‘versal service proposals and suggested 
|}a plan of his own, one of the most 
j}radical changes in policy yet proposed. 
He asserted that as a recruiting officer 
he had learned that the “‘military caste, 
the most orthodox caste in the country,” 
and the fixed obligations of the en- 
listment oath were the factors that de- 
terred men from entering the army. 

‘““The oath of enlistment is an oath 
of bondage,” he said. “It brands the 
man who takes it of a lower caste. I 
am opposed to any service except that 
rendered by willing men.” 

Require No Enlistments. 

The major proposed that no enlist- 
ments be required and that the’ men 
trained annually be permitted to leave 
the service at will. To make it a se- 
rious matter for them to quit, however, 
he suggested that a minimum monthly 
pay of $30 be provided and all but a 
small sum be held back until the train- 
ing period had been completed. 

‘You could exhaust the possibilities 
of useful training in a month,” Major 
Harlee declared. “After that it would 
be merely teaching them to salute and 
do routine drills that are unnecessary. 
The caste disappears in our own regu- 
lar army when it gets busy. Caste is 
fostered by the idle, barrack life.” 

Major Harlee pictured a training 
army equipped only with. the most 
meager necessities for professional edu- 
cation, doing all its work in the open 
air, thus avoiding the expense of quar- 
ters and camps, and the officers of 
which would be selected by those who 
had come up from the ranks themselves 
in successive years of training. He 
agreed to draft a tentative bill to show 
the detail of his plan. 

Captain Mosely explained the purpose 
of his bill, already before the commit- 
tee, to provide for the training annual- 
ly of a million boys 19 years old. He 
said thirty-six training divisions, prop- 
erly distributed through the country, 
should be created as permanent train- 
ing factories. In case of war each of 
these would constitute an army divi- 
sion with the regiments raised to war

of a bias shrinkage in the domestic sup- 
ply. while European food shortage aPp- 
peared to be growing more acute. Num- 
ber 2 red winter wheat, a standard 
contract grade, commanded $2 a bushel, 
Spot cash, fulfilling at last prophecies 
that were treated with erisioa when 
trans-Atlantic hostilities first broke 
out. After a notable disp'ay of ac- 
tivity as well as strengtn, the market 
c'used unsettled at the same as Satur- 
day’s finish to 3%c higher, with May 
options $1.88% to $1.88% and July 
$1.53% to $1.53%. Other leading sta- 
ples all showed net gains—corn 44 to 
% Cc, Oats % to lc and provisions 10@ 
12% to Tic. 

Despite heavy profit-taking by hold- 
}) ers, the greater part of the day’s bulge 
in wheat values remained in force at 
the end of the session. From the ott- 
set the fact had been apparent that 
the weekly total of tne United States 
Visible supply would exhibit a decided 
falling off and there was no surprise 
when in the final hour the aggregate 
was found to have dwindled more than 
2;600,000 bushels, leaving the stock 
about 13,000,000 bushels under the 
amount available at the corresponding 
time last year. The bullish effect of 
the visible supply figures and of con- 
tinued evidence of brisk export in- 
quiry was accentuated by the decided 
anti-peace stand which appeared to 
have been taken by the entente allies 
conference in Rome.

Boston Baseball Tragedies 


toston’s baseball players have fig- 
ured in more tragedies than those of 
any other city, but perhaps the most 
terrible was the death of Martin Ber- 


zen, the able backstop of the Boston 
Nationals in the latter ’90s. It was sev- 
enteen years ago today, January 9 
1900, that the baseball world Was 
shocked by the news that Bergen, sud- 
denly losing his mind, had killed his 
wife and children and then himself. 
Bergen had been with the Bostons since 
1896, coming from Kansas City, and 
was one of the best catchers of the 
period. He was often sullen and 
melancholy, and even in his playing 
days there were times when the other 
players suspected tnat his mind was 
unsound. This tragedy followed by 
exactly six years another which, while 
less terrible, cost the Bo'ston club the 
services of Charlie Pennett, .lso a cele- 
brated backstop. Pennett had been 
hunting in Kansas with John Clark- 
son. Wellsville, Kan., on January 
9 1894, he got off a train to speak 
to a friend. The train was in motion 
before he tried to board it, and he slip- 
ped and fell under the wheels. Both 
of his legs had to be amputated. An- 
other tragedy involving a Boston play- 
er was the suicide of Chick Stahl, the 
great outfielder, who played with the 
Boston Nationals several seasons, and

CHALONER MUST Te 
BRAND OF INSANITY 


Loses Suit to Secure Property 
Worth $3,000,000. 


Washington, January 8.—John Arm- 
strong Chaloner, of “Merry Mills,” Vir- 
ginia, by a supreme court decision to- 
day lost his suit to annul New York 
proceedings in which he was declared 
insane and designed to secure posses- 
sion, from his lunacy trustee, of prop- 
erty estimated at nearly $3,000,000. 

The court declined to disturb the in- 
sanity proceedings, its decision leaving 
Chaloner’s property in the trustee’s 
hands. 

Decrees of lower federal courts dis- 
missing Chaloner’s suit were affirmed. 


He receives the income from _ his 
property, but sought personal and un- 
restricted possession. 

Chaloner sued for fraud Thomas T. 
Sherman, the New York trustee, alleg- 
ing that insanity proceedings in 1897-9 
were voided. He contended he was 

“lured” from Virginia to New York, 
where he was confined in Blooming- 
dale asylum, from which he escaped. 
Chaloner named Stanford White, who 
was killed by Harry Thaw, as a party 
in the alleged conspiracy to lure him 
to New York. 

C haloner later was adjudged sane by 
a Virginia jury.
